The beaver has a long service-recoil 


in the development of the 
Unitd 


States. In the early pioneer day, 
bcver-trapping was the industry tht 
opened up the entire western regio. 
Beaver pelts were the chief cxpoi, 
and so common that they passed ff 
money in many regions. 


But like so many other abundat 


natural resources, the beaver was e:-i 
ploited, and nearly became extinct. 


For instance, in Pennsylvania i 


1917 there was scarcely one left.

from the west, and the beaver pop- 
lation ran up as high at 20,000. Tht 
was too many, trapping regulation 
were relaxed, and now it is estimate!

This is made possible through the 


co-operation of WPA, which is furn- 
shing all labor and supervision free, 
and the saving made by paying cash 
or materials furnished by the city at 
actual wholesale cost. 


These two savings, together with oth- 


er savings of lawyer's fees, advertising 
'or sale of bonds and letting contracts 
and other expenses incurred in organ- 
izing paving districts, makes it pos- 
sible to pave now for frome one-quar- 
ter to one-sixth of the previous costs. 


Just as soon as there is sufficient 


paving in sight to justify organizing a 
crew, WPA will start to work. From 
present indications, this will be ill the 
near future.

• Although diphtheria is now one of 
the diseases that medicine has practi- 
cally solved, it still remains a men- 
ace in many places. 


There 2re already some American 


cities which can point to a record 
without a single death from diphtheria. 
Others .however, continue to be trou- 
bled by this disease, and there are oc- 
casional outbreaks which are more 
severe than some of those which oc- 
cured long ago. 
, For instance, in Baltimore, 
were 108 cases in 1934; 119 cases in 
1935; 146 cases in 1936, and then 257 
cases in 1937. According to the rec- 
ords of the health department, 41 per 
cent of the children in Blaitmro 
s 


cent of the children in Baltimore, 
which is one of the medical centers of 
the United States, have not been pro- 
tected by inoculation with toxoid. 
vToday we know the cause of diph- 
theria, we have a means of determining 
whether a • child who is exposed to 
diphtheria Is likely to catch the dis- 
ease, and we have a means of LnocuUit- 
gin children, using a simple method 
of inoculation against the disease. 


fatal as it used to be, because of the 
discovery of diphtheria antitoxin. 


Although there were 257 children in 


Baltimore with, diphtheria in 1937, only 
ievc-n died. Before the discovery of 
diphtheria antitoxin, more than 200 
might have died from that kind of an 
incidence of that disease. 


It is well established that toxoid will 


prevent dipththeria. Indeed, it can be 
said that if most children received the 
toxoid at the age of 6 months, and if 


there ! "lis were continued year after year, 


diphtheria would become as rare as 
smallpox. 


In communities where 90 per cent 


or more of the children are inoculated 
wit htoxoid against diphtheria, the 
disease practically disappears. 


Under the circumstances, a city with 


a high incidence of diphtheria is not 
doing what it should in protecting its 
public. Part of the responsibility rests 
on the parents of the children who are 
concerned. Children cannot themsel- 
ves go to the doctor and request to be 
nioculated against this disease.

of Ihe porgram, Supervisor Wade says: 


"It is the general plan of the Farm 


Security Administration to bring the 
number of loans in new and old coun- 
ties up to an approximate level. In 
other words, here in Hctnpstcnd coun- 
ty we have encumbered 8 loans from 
the 1937-38 program funds. Generally 
speaking, funds for the new year will 
provide for about ten loans in the 
new counties with enough additional 
loans in the second-year counties to 
bring their number to ten. 
In this 


county we can roughly estimate that 
we will be permitted to make about 
two or more additional loans during 
the new fiscal year which is just be- 
ginning. 


"This is necessarily a flexible policy 


that will be altered considerably lo fit 
conditions in different counties. The 
total number of loans any county will 
have will vary rather widely in dif-

two successive no-hit games.
